TEL AVIV. — Israel has for five 
years now had the highest growth- 
rate of food production in the world, 
Agriculture Ministry director-gen- 
eral Reuven Niland said yesterday. 

Mr. Eiland was briefing reporters 
here on the forthcoming UN spon- 
sored World Food Conference, set 
to open on. November 5 in Rome. 
He will be one of the seven Israelis 
among the 4,000-5,000 delegates; the

Israe]'s growth-rate in food pro- 
ductica, due mainly to modern tech- 
nology, has averaged 7.7 per cent a 
year for the past five years, Mr.

for export.
